LIME & PHOSPHATE EFFECTIVE 

Wolfe county farmers are reporting 
to County Agent Chas. E. Gabbard 
that the use of limestone and super¬ 
phosphate improved pasture and hay 
crops 50 to 250 percent this year. 
W. M. Arnett, Lee City, who has 
farmed on a large scale for 35 years, 
told Mr. Gabbard this; 

“I half-way believed what I heard 
about lime and phosphate, until I 
found out for myself this year, when 
I tried both materials on lespedeza. 
Lespedeza on an untreated strip grew 
about 6 inches high. It grew about 
twice as big where lime was used. 
Where phosphate alone was used, the 
lespedeza was about two and a half 
times larger than on the untreated 
strip, and where both limestone and 
superphosphate were applied, the les¬ 
pedeza was three times as heavy.”

NEW PLANT BED SITES 

In an effort to prevent blue mold 
in tobacco plant beds, Kentucky and 
Tennessee are joining in a campaign 
to urge growers to use new plant 
bed sites. Experience in both states, 
as well as in other states, for several 
years, indicates that blue mold ap¬ 
pears first in plant beds used the 
previous year, and spreads from 
them to other beds, says a statement 
by Dr. W. D. Valleau, plant patholo¬ 
gist at the Kentucky Experiment Sta¬ 
tion and College of Agriculture.
